ART IN THE HOME. 


THE URAWING ROOM, 

The first. concern in the design of this 
room is the method of lighting, both arti- 
ficia} light and dayligt It is not always 
possible to avoid he: 
a well-diffused daylight is d 
should come from the sunny 
possible, subordinate windows where tho 
outlook is good. The ornanientation of the 
roam and alt the objects which are placed 
in any picturesque grouping, us well as the 
people inthe rom, look to best. advantage 
whon the light is strongest from one side, 
In artificial lighting, o main contral light 
is found most suceessful for the apartinent 


"| generally, but many things in the room 


often lose the artistic value they possess in 
dayhght by the alterativi of the illuminat-. 
ing ‘centro, which causes a different light 
and shadow relicf. When a drawing-rvum 
has ample window space and it ia considor- 
ed desirable to retain all the daylight, the 
treatment of the decoration should bo de- 
'licate, for fulness of colour and strong de- 
tail are almost sure to run to coarseness, 
unless a yery skilful hand controls.. When 
the. light is scanty, luminous tints and 
strong contrasts of form and colour are 


\ desirable; as thoy help greatly to relieve 
-| the apartment of the blackness of the 


shadows, and make use of them to help the 
golour eft. Where thora {a a recess or 
dark cotner which is objectionable, there ia 
often presented an opportunity for adding 


the best touch to the apartment by setting

‘don’t-bother-me’ attitude on the part of

THE JUDGMENT IN THE BEN- 
NERTZ CASE IN HONGKONG. 


The judgment which Sir J..W. Carring- 
ton, Chief Justice of Hongkong, delivered 
on the 1st of this month in the Supreme 
Court there, in tho case of the Emporor of 
China v. Bennortz and another, the terms 
of which we printed yesterday morning, is 
& perfectly inexplicable one: In tho first 
place it appears that anyone may arrest a 
steamer in Hongkong and kéep her 
idle for a year, and only bo Hatlo-at 
tho. outside for $1,000 damages, Both 
parties seom to have taken this for granted, 
and if this is the Jaw in Hongkong, the 
souuer it is changed the better.” Then the 
Chicf Justice seems to havo taken for gran 
ted that the allegations in tho petition of 
the Emperor of Uhina were truo; (1) that 
he was the owner of the Ningchoro ; and (2) 
that Bennertz & Co, were acting in contra- 
yention of the charter-party in sending the 
Ningchow to Hongkong. But to the sim. 
plo man it appears that if a plaintiif sud- 
denly and without leave withdraws his 
suit, it is because he has failed, or knows

It is eyident that the writ of the Em- 
peror of China runs_large in Hongkong ; 
we suppose that distance lends énchant- 
ment to the view; and the logical result of 
the decisi , that if the Emperor of 
China is. plaintiff in a suit in Hongkong, or 
is mado plaintiff without knowing anything 
whatever about it, all the allegations in his 
petition may be taken as facts, even when 
the suit has booh - unconditionally with- 
drawn. 

We, are informed that the plaintiffe 
counsel in Shanghai formally admitted that 
Bennertz & Ce. had a right under. the 
charter-party ‘to senll tho Ningchow to 
Hongkong ; to clear a vessel at the Customa 
for ono port aud send her to another is.a 
thing that is constantly done here ; but yot 
the Chief Justice regards it a3 a trick, 
and says that it furnished grounds for her 
arrest. There scems to be a decided failure 
of justice here, and it is the harder as the 
Ningchows was sent to Hongkong in order 
that if her owners thought that Bonnerts 
& Co, had done them wrong, tho latter 
might have the assurance. that their caso 
was being tried ina British Court, with all 
the safeguards that that implies.—N.-0,
